Prime Minister Stephen

NDP focus on emergency rooms 

Leader Dexter announces $2.3M promise, plan to hire $iooK-a-year adviser

The NDP turned the cam¬ 
paign focus to health care 
Thursday, kicking off a 
debate about who actually 
has a plan. 

NDP Leader Darrell Dex¬ 
ter promised $2.3 million 
towards keeping emer¬ 
gency rooms open. 

The announcement in¬ 
volves appointing an Emer¬ 
gency Care Adviser. The job, 
with a $100,000 annual pay, 
would involve keeping 
track of emergency rooms 
across the province to pre¬ 
vent unnecessaiy closures. 

“This is an action-orient¬ 
ed plan. This person would 
actually be in charge of co¬ 
ordinating resources across 
the province,” Dexter said. 

Dexter said emergency 
rooms across the province 
have different systems and 
optimizing them will save 
money by preventing 
needless transfers. 

But while the NDP say 
the position would fix a 
lack of Progressive Conser¬ 
vative planning, the Tories 
ridiculed the move. Dart¬ 
mouth South-Portland Val¬ 
ley Conservative candidate 
George Jordan attacked the 
NDP for having no plan. 

“This man is proposing 


to hire a planner to make a 
plan. Which says to me if 
you have to hire someone 
to make a plan you haven’t 
got a plan,” Jordan said. 

When asked what the To- 
iy plan was to reduce emer¬ 
gency room closures, he 


couldn’t answer. Instead 
Jordan said the Tories will 
run on their record and 
have been “responsive to 
the needs of the medical 
system.” 

When one reporter said 
that emergency rooms 


continue to close, Jordan 
said “Well, Mr. Dexter 
doesn’t have a plan and 
that’s what I’m here to talk 
about today.” 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said he hadn’t yet 
seen the NDP promise, but 


his party would be making 
its own health-care an¬ 
nouncement. 

He did take one shot, 
saying it “won’t be about 
hiring another co-ordina¬ 
tor. That’s not what Nova 
Scotians are looking for.” 


N.S. lottery system rolls 
with new legal changes

It’s now illegal to sell lottery 
tickets to anyone younger 
than 19 years old, the 
province announced Thurs¬ 
day. 

That and several other reg¬ 
ulations introduced by the 
alcohol and gaming division 
of the Labour and Work¬ 
force Development Depart¬ 
ment became law earlier 
this week. 

But buyers shouldn’t no¬ 
tice any changes, since the 
Atlantic Lottery Corporation 
has been enforcing the regu¬ 
lations as policy for some 
time, said Dennis Kerr, the 
department’s executive di¬ 
rector. 

“The difference now is it’s 
taken out of their policy to 
do it and it’s now law of No¬ 
va Scotia,” he explained. 


Some of the other new 
laws include that retailers 
can only pay out tickets that 
have been signed, must 
make results visible on a T- 
bar display and must return 
both tickets and validation 
slips to customers. 

Kerr said the laws are a re¬ 
sult of questions about the 
integrity of the lottery sys¬ 
tem that arose across file 
country in early 2007. Minis¬ 
ter Mark Parent appointed 
an advisory panel to review 
operations in this province 
and consultations followed. 

“It recommended more 
oversight,” he said. “Other 
jurisdictions in Canada have 
been making changes as 
well.” 

There are about 1,300 lot¬ 
tery retailers in Nova Scotia, 
Kerr said. The laws also ap¬ 
ply to those who sell online 
games and Keno, but VLTs 
are excluded.

Thursday’s an¬ 
nouncement was to essen¬ 
tially add four more years 
onto that plan. 

“People work hard to get 
ahead and don’t want to 
see their taxes increase 
with their paycheque. My 
plan means Nova Scotians 
will be able to keep more 
of their hard-earned mon¬ 
ey,” said MacDonald. 

The current basic person¬ 
al amount is $7,981. At the 
end of the 2014 period it 
would be $9,231.

“Disturbing” was the 
word used by the officer 
in charge of Halifax RCMP 
to describe the violence 
that swept through sever¬ 
al of the municipality's 
schools over the last 
week. 

He was referring to the 
brawls that broke out first 
at Auburn Drive High 
School last Friday and then 
at Cole Harbour District 
High School on Monday af¬ 


ter fire alarms were pulled, 
as well as a bomb threat at 
Loclcview High School in 
Fall River Thursday. 

“It’s never a veiy pretty 
picture when you have a 
lot of people out and ten¬ 
sions are running high and 
aggressive behaviour is be¬ 
ing observed,” Supt. Darrell 
Beaton said Thursday in¬ 
side Halifax Regional Police 
headquarters on Gottingen 
Street, where he met with 
HRP Chief Frank Beazley, 
Halifax Regional School 
Board chairman Irvine 
Carvery and superintend¬ 


ent Carole Olsen. 

Carveiy, who was elected 
to the school board last Oc¬ 
tober, called the meeting to 
better understand what 
protocol is followed by po¬ 
lice and schools when stu¬ 
dents start fighting. 


“When you’re dealing 
with a school situation, 
your concern is that the 
students are going to be 
protected, that public safe¬ 
ty is maintained (and) that 
you can manage the situa¬ 
tion quickly,” Beaton said. 


Carveiy said after hear¬ 
ing what Beaton and Beaz¬ 
ley had to say, he’s satisfied 
with how officers dealt 
with the difficult situa¬ 
tions that unfolded, but 
added communication be¬ 
tween schools, police and 
the community needs 
work. 

Olsen said senior staff 
from the school board and 
both police departments 
will continue to meet to 
further foster those rela¬ 
tionships. Beaton said po¬ 
lice will continue to fine- 
tune its protocol for school 


responses. 

After the fights at 
Auburn High and Cole Har¬ 
bour, alarms went off at 
several other schools this 
week in what seemed to be 
a copycat game so students 
could be dismissed early. 

“We see this whether it’s 
bomb scares during exam 
time (or) any type of major 
incident,” Beazley said. 

Halifax Regional School 
Board spokesman Doug 
Hadley said another fire 
alarm was pulled Thursday 
at John Martin Junior High 
in Dartmouth.

All four males were ar¬

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'Cutting-edge' technique 
used to catch predators

About 20 child abuse in¬ 
vestigators from across 
Canada sat in a small 
computer lab 
overlooking Dartmouth 
Thursday to learn new 
ways to catch a child 
predator. 

Chris Purchas, a Nova 
Scotia RCMP officer with 
17 years experience across 
Canada, trained the inves¬ 
tigators with four-month- 
old technology he hopes 
will bring online criminals 
to justice. 

“Every child rescued to 
me is a win,” Purchas said. 
“It’s an ongoing battle and 
it’s impossible to arrest 
every person who possess¬ 
es a child abuse image, but 
my job is to identify the 
ones at the highest risk 
and to save kids.” 

He said this new soft¬ 
ware will make child pred¬ 
ator investigators’ jobs 


much more efficient. 

The technology cannot 
be disclosed, but Purchas 
said it tracks patterns that 
appear based on correla¬ 
tive studies done in the 
United States. 

These studies have 
found a correlation be¬ 
tween peo¬ 
ple who look 
at child 
pornography 
photos and 
stories, and 
people who 
actively pur¬ 
sue relation¬ 
ships with children. 

“Stories are far more de¬ 
tailed than just a simple 
picture, so we found corre¬ 
lations that when individ¬ 
uals possess photographs 
of child abuse and they al¬ 
so possess stories of child 
abuse, then that individual 
is at a higher risk to offend 
against a child,” Purchas 
said. 

He compared someone 
who downloads child 


pornography to a baseball 
card collector. 

“An individual who col¬ 
lects baseball cards, if they 
were given an opportunity 
to attend a live baseball 
game, would they not go? 
That’s a great analogy in 
my opinion,” Purchas said.

Buzz over bee crisis 
unfounded: Study 

Survey argues global numbers are rising 


A frightening buzz over 
the imminent demise of 
honeybees — and the dis¬ 
appearance of their critical 
pollinating prowess — is 
unfounded, according to a 
new Canadian-led study 
that shows their global 
numbers actually growing. 

High-profile stories over 
the past three years detail¬ 
ing the mysterious decima¬ 
tion of thousands of bee 
colonies has led to fears 
the human food supply 
was being imperilled by a 
“pollination crisis,” says 
the study, which appears 
today in the journal Cur¬ 
rent Biology. 

“But the declines in the 
U.S.A., some European

countries and the former

per cent over the past five 
decades. “The global 
growth in hives closely 
tracks the growth in the 
human population, sug¬ 
gesting that it has been 
driven by the number of 
human mouths demand¬ 
ing honey, rather than the 
need for agricultural polli¬ 
nation,” Harder said in an 
email interview. 

A top University of 
Guelph bee specialist took 
issue with the study’s posi¬ 
tive assessment of apiarian 
well being, saying it misses 
the key loss years and fails 
to distinguish where the 
colony decimations are 
taking place.

Meat of the issue 


Canada took action 
against the United States 
at the World Trade Organi¬ 
zation Thursday over a 
U.S. meat labelling law 
that Canadian producers 
say has hurt their hog and 
cattle sales. 

Ottawa requested a fur¬ 
ther round of consultations, 
a formal step that will en¬ 
able it to request a WTO dis¬ 
pute settlement panel after 
60 days if talks with the 
United States do not resolve 
its concerns. 

The issue is over a new 
rule that forces U.S. meat 
packers to include the coun¬ 
try of origin on their prod¬ 
uct labels. Canada had re¬ 
quested WTO consultations 
last year but then suspend¬ 
ed its action after Washing¬ 


ton revised the final version 
to make it more flexible. 

But before the law went 
into effect on March 16, U.S. 
Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsaclc warned meat pack¬ 
ers he would rewrite it un¬ 
less they voluntarily made 
labels more explicit. 

“Recent instructions from 
the U.S. secretary of agricul¬ 
ture encouraging U.S. in¬ 
dustry to use very strict la¬ 
belling practices have re¬ 
moved the flexibility previ¬ 
ously envisioned in the leg¬ 
islation and will affect the 
ability of our cattle and hog 
exporters to compete fairly 
in the U.S. market,” Trade 
Minister Stockwell Day said.

-o visit Cuba is liter¬ 
ally to experience 
time travel. Out¬ 
side the self-con¬ 
tained and sani¬ 
tized resorts from which 
few Canadians venture, Cu¬ 
ba is stranded in the 1950s 
— a vista of decaying towns 
and cities, large stretches of 
unused countryside, ham¬ 
merhead oil wells, clutches 
of workers at bus stops, 
crumbling highways, and 
innumerable classic cars, 
many belching apocalyptic 
clouds of exhaust. The only 
advertisements are revolu¬ 
tionary slogans painted on 
walls. And everywhere 
there’s a constant police 
presence, a none-too-subtle 
reminder that Cuba re¬ 



mains a repressive state. 

If the country has barely 
progressed since Fidel Cas¬ 
tro took over on Jan. 1, 
1959, the recent past has 
hardly been kinder. Thanks 
to the global recession, ex¬ 
ternal financing for the is¬ 
land has dried up, falling 
commodity prices have cut 
into export revenues for 
key items such as nickel, 
food imports are becoming 
more costly, and tourism — 
now a roughly $3-billion-a- 
year industry — is slowing 
down. 

All this will change, and 
not just because economic 
growth will resume. Fidel 
Castro, 82, and his younger, 
more pragmatic 
brother Raul, 77, 

(who took on the 
Cuban presiden¬ 
cy in 2006 due 
to Fidel’s ill¬ 
ness) are lit¬ 
erally on 
their last 
legs.

U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s conciliatory gestures 
towards the island — 
backed by more positive 
U.S. public opinion about 
the country — signal that 
the U.S. embargo that has 
stifled Cuba’s economy for 
decades may finally be 
coming to an end. When 
you ask Cubans about the 
future, they speak without 
hesitation of a freer, more 
entrepreneurial country. 

For Canadian companies, 
Cuba is an enormous busi¬ 
ness opportunity in the 
making. Aside from the 
further potential for 
tourism development, Cu¬ 
ba literally needs every¬ 
thing — foodstuffs, 
consumer goods, 
equipment of every 
description, and all 
kinds of infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

And if U.S. esti¬ 
mates are correct, 
there’s some¬ 
thing like 
five bil¬ 
lion 


barrels of oil and 10 trillion 
cubic feet of natural gas 
waiting for exploitation off¬ 
shore. 

But aside from Sherritt 
International’s well-devel¬ 
oped nickel mining, oil and 
gas and electricity opera¬ 
tions, corporate Canada 
seems largely absent. An 
estimated 85 Canadian 
firms operate there, but 
aside from the likes of Sher¬ 
ritt and Labatt Breweries 
(actually owned by Bel¬ 
gium’s InBev S.A.) the rest 
are mid-sized and smaller 
companies. 

The Harper govern¬ 
ment’s coolness toward Cu¬ 
ba in recent years hasn’t 
helped either. By contrast, 
sizable U.S. and European 
companies are already jock¬ 
eying for position once the 
door opens on the new Cu¬ 
ba. It’s an opportunity that 
Canada cannot afford to 
miss.

Warner posts loss 

Music company hit by plummeting CD sales 


Warner Music Group on 
Thursday posted a wider 
quarter loss as recorded 
music sales fell faster than 
expected, sending its 
shares down 15 per cent. 

The world’s third-largest 
music company posted a 
net loss of $68 million US, 
or 45 cents a share in its 
fiscal second quarter end¬ 
ed March 31, compared 
with a year-earlier loss of 
$37 million, or 25 cents a 
share. 

The company booked 
$33 million in charges for 
items such as the declining 
value of investments in 
digital music startup com¬ 
panies Lala and Imeem. 

As a result of the write¬ 
offs, chief executive Edgar 


Digital sales 

Warner Music said its dig¬ 
ital music sales rose six per 
cent from the prior year to 
$173 million US, or 26 per 
cent of total revenue in 
quarter. 


Bronfman told analysts on 
a conference call that he 
does not intend to make 
more venture capital in¬ 
vestments in digital music 
startups. 

Revenue fell 17 per cent 
to $668 million, compared 
with the average Wall 
Street forecast of of $730.2 
million. 

This sent the company’s 


shares down 15 per cent to 
$4.63 on the New York 
Stock Exchange, but still 
well above the shares’ re¬ 
cent low of $1.76 in March. 

Like other music compa¬ 
nies, Warner is struggling 
with shrinking sales of 
recorded music as fewer 
fans buy albums in physi¬ 
cal CD format. 

The transition to down¬ 
loaded music has led to a 
decline in revenue 
throughout the industry as 
fans increasingly buy low¬ 
er-priced individual songs 
from web retailers. 

Warner also blamed the 
weak results on a light 
record-release schedule 
and the turbulent global 
economy. reuters

In reporting first-quarter 
results, both BCE and 
Telus said that, on 
average, they are bringing 
in less revenue per 
wireless user each month. 
Both blamed the weak 
economy. 

Smartphones like 
Research in Motion’s 
BlaclcBerry and Apple’s 
iPhone have been a crucial 
driver of profits for Cana¬ 
dian carriers. 

The trend stumbled in 
the first quarter as 
customers tightened their 
purse strings amid general 
economic uncertainty. 

Telus said new wireless 
subscriber additions 
dropped 46 per cent to 
48,000. Average monthly 
revenue for both prepaid 
and postpaid users fell 5.6 
per cent to $58.39 per 
wireless user. 

BCE added 35,000 new 
postpaid users to its wire¬ 
less network, up from 
28,000 a year earlier, but 
average revenue per post¬ 
paid user fell three per 
cent to $62.34 a month, it 
said.

Insurers' results 
hit by downturn 


Canada’s three largest in¬ 
surers reported weaker- 
than-expected quarterly 
results Thursday, hurt by 
ailing stock markets, cred¬ 
it impairments and the 
need to shore up reserves. 

Manulife Financial Corp., 
Canada’s largest insurer, 
posted a first-quarter loss of 
$1.07 billion, or 67 cents a 
share, compared with a 
profit of $869 million, or 57 
cents a share, a year earlier. 

That was worse than ana¬ 
lysts’ expectations of a loss 
of 37 cents, according to 
Reuters Estimates. 

Canada’s third-largest in¬ 
surer, Sun Life Financial 
Inc., also posted a larger- 
than-expected loss, while 
profit at Great-West Lifeco 
Inc. was lower than analysts 
had estimated. 

All three insurers were 
hit hard by declines in glob¬ 
al equity markets, where 
much of their investments 
are held. Credit downgrades 
also hurt earnings as all 
three took some degree of 
credit impairment charges. 

While Canada’s life insur¬ 
ers have outperformed U.S.

Manulife shares were down 
4.1 per cent at $21.80, while 
Sun Life traded 44 per cent 
lower at $28.63. Great-West 
stock was unchanged at 
$22.89.

peers since the start of the 
credit crunch last year, equi¬ 
ty market exposure has 
hurt earnings and sales 
have suffered due to the 
weak economy. 

Still, analysts consider the 
country’s insurers to have 
enough capital to manage a 
difficult credit environ¬ 
ment, and believe better 
things are ahead. 

“The main cause of pres¬ 
sure on earnings and capital 
— weak equities — has re¬ 
versed and the outlook for 
(the second-quarter) is 
much brighter,” RBC Do¬ 
minion Securities analyst 
Andre-Philippe Hardy said. 


Tim’s profits rise, 
shares drop 

revenue Tim Hortons Inc., 
operator of the iconic cof¬ 
fee shop chain, said Thurs¬ 
day quarterly profit rose, 
but its shares dipped on 
lacklustre customer traffic 
in its home market. Cana¬ 
da’s largest restaurant 
chain said it earned $66.4 
million, or 37 cents a 
share for the quarter end¬ 
ing March 29, up 7.5 per¬ 
cent from $61.8 million, or 
33 cents a share for the 
same time last year. 

Unlike 2008, Good Friday 
and Easter fell outside the 
quarter, a positive for cus¬ 
tomer traffic, which nor¬ 
mally slows on those holi¬ 
days.

Axeman one step 
closer to CFL dream 


East-West Bowl gives Tanner chance to impress

Will Tanner is quickly find¬ 
ing out he's closer to the 
Canadian Football League 
than he ever imagined. 

The Halifax native and 
Acadia Axemen receiver 
has been in London, Ont., 
this week preparing for 
Canadian Interuniversity 
Sport’s East-West Bowl on 
Saturday. The event is a 
showcase of top prospects 
for the 2010 CFL draft. 

“Up until this point, I 
haven’t really believed this 
to be a reality or some¬ 
thing I could actually do,” 
Tanner said. “Coming here 
and seeing who you’re up 
against, the best players in 
the country, gives you a 
better idea of where you’re 
at.” 

The six-foot-two, 205- 
pound former Queen Eliza¬ 


beth Lions standout is 
coming off a breakthrough 
season at Acadia. He fin¬ 
ished tied for the Atlantic 
University Sport lead with 
four touchdown receptions 
and totaled 303 yards on 
19 catches. 

Appearing in the East- 
West Bowl certainly does¬ 
n’t mean a player is CFL- 
bound. Players need strong 
showings during the 2009 
season to get invited back 
to an evaluation camp in 
March 2010, when scouts 
make final determina¬ 
tions. 

But it is the first step in 
the process. 

Tanner said the biggest 
challenge has been shak¬ 
ing the rust off. Unlike 
many CIS teams, the Axe¬ 
men didn’t hold a spring 
training session, so Tanner 
hasn’t been on the field 
since Oct. 25 and is now 
being thrown in front of 


CFL scouts. 

“You get right back into 
it,” Tanner said. 

“You don’t woriy about 
who’s there, who’s watch¬ 
ing. I’m getting passes 
from Benoit Groulx, the 
Hec Crighton winner, the 
best quarterback in the 
country. There’s a lot of tal¬ 
ent on the field here and 
it’s easy to get back into 
the swing of things.” 

Others in the East-West 
Bowl are Tanner’s team¬ 
mate Adrian Saturley, a de¬ 
fensive end from Terence 
Bay, and a trio of Saint 
Maiy’s Huskies: offensive 
lineman Adam Baboulas, 
defensive lineman Dan 
Schutte and linebacker 
Karl McCartney. 

Kickoff is 1 p.m. at TD 
Waterhouse Stadium. 

“It’s something I hadn’t 
expected and it’s a real ho¬ 
nour,” said Tanner. “Even if 
I go no further with it.”

Demons ‘a different beast' 


Director Howard dishes on follow-up to record-breaking Da Vinci Code

Ron Howard, the flame¬ 
haired actor turned direc¬ 
tor of The Da Vinci Code, 
wasn't surprised by the 
success of his adaptation 
of the best selling Dan 
Brown suspense novel.

’m not a boxing fan 
but I once paid $25 to 
watch a pay-per-view 
Mike Tyson fight. It 
was the mid 1980s and 
Iron Mike was one of the 
most famous and contro¬ 
versial men on the planet; 
a beast who won 26 of his 
first 28 matches by knock¬ 
out —16 in the first round. 

Wondering what all the 
fuss was about I paid my 
cover charge and watched 
as the undisputed champ 
strut into the ring, sized 
up his opponent and laid 
him out, unconscious on 
the floor in less than thirty 
seconds. 

I know $25 for less than 
a minute of entertainment 
may sound pricey, but it 
was a riveting thirty sec¬ 
onds and even now, more 
than twenty years later, I 
can remember the look of 
devastating determination 
on his face as he massa¬ 
cred his challenger. 

It’s an expression that 
runs across his (now tat¬ 
tooed) face several times 
in the fascinating new doc¬ 
umentary Tyson. The film 
is a raw, revealing look at 
this troubled but fascinat¬ 
ing man. 

“It’s like a Greek tragedy,” 
he says of the movie, “only 
I’m the subject.” 

Tyson is just the latest 
boxer to get the big screen 
treatment. Audiences 
can’t seem to get enough 
of stories about the “sweet 
science” and the individ¬ 
ual struggles of these 
modern day gladiators. 

Everybody knows Rocky, 
Cinderella Man and Rag¬ 
ing Bull but digging a little 
deeper reveals splendid 
movies that aren’t as well 
known. Somebody Up 
There Likes Me stars Paul 



Paul Newman played boxing 
legend Rocky Graziano in 
Somebody Up There Like Me. 


Newman (stepping in for 
James Dean who died just 
before filming began) as 
real life middleweight 
champion of the world 
Rocky Graziano. The fight¬ 
er is portrayed as a tough 
kid from New York’s “low¬ 
er East Side where both 
sides of the tracks were 
wrong” whose violent and 
callous ways are changed 
by the redemptive power 
of the love of a good 
woman. 

It sounds a like a mushy 
love story — and in fact, 
inspired Sylvester Stallone 
when he was writing the 
Adrian storyline in Rocky 
— but the fight scenes are 
brutal and authentic. 

Also worth a rental is The 
Great White Hope based on 
Jack Johnson, (played by 
Darth Vader himself, James 
Earl Jones) the first African- 
American world heavy¬ 
weight champ, who ruled 
the ring from 1908 to 1915. 
Good fight scenes bolster 
this powerful look at the 
racial hostility that plagued 
Johnson’s career and it’s 
likely the only boxing 
movie written in the poetic 
style of free verse. 

There are plenty of oth¬ 
ers; top of my list are Re¬ 
quiem for A Heavyweight 
and The Harder They Fall. 
Both are excellent, and both 
provide way more than thir¬ 
ty seconds of entertainment 
for your money.

Potts has a plan

Paul Potts has two keys to 
survival in the spotlight, 
which he’d like to share 
with current Britain’s Got 
Talent contestant Susan 
Boyle: Take it day-by-day, 
and eat healthy.

challenge for a tenor to 
sing, quite rangey, which is 
what I wanted. We had 
more time to record it, so 
we were able to pace it bet¬ 
ter.” 

And pace is something 
he’ll have to keep up over 
the next little while as he 
tours. Noting diabetes mns 
in the family, Potts says it’s 
important to keep the strict 
diet that helped him shed 
six kilograms since January 
— especially in North 
America where he says 
steakhouses abound in 
comparison to Europe.

-or most people, ob¬ 
taining music in- 
-volves a transac¬ 
tional experience. I 
give you money and 
in exchange, you give me a 
piece of plastic (a CD, a 
record, a tape) or access to a 
digital file (iTunes, eMusic, 
etc.) At the end of the trans¬ 
action, I possess (own) a 
copy of the performance. 
And it will remain mine un¬ 
til I throw it away or delete 
it from my hard drive. 


But this idea of possessing 
music is becoming a rather 
quaint notion. Think about 
it: If you’re able to access 
whatever song you want 
from wherever you are at 
whatever time on any de¬ 
vice you choose, why on 
Earth would you ever need 
to physically possess a piece 
of plastic or a digital file? 

This is the thinking be¬ 
hind a number of emerging 
music services that offer on- 
demand streams. Spotify (a 
Swedish creation not yet 
available in Canada) allows 
users to instantly access 
specific songs or albums 
through your computer. Al¬ 
though you need a wired In¬ 
ternet connection now, 
coders are working on an 
application for the iPhone, 
Google’s Android platform 


and Wi-Fi. Spotify is free, 
but that might change once 
it’s out of beta. 

We7 is a U.K. service that 
does much the same thing 
with the complete blessing 
of the major labels. Part of 
its business model involves 
running ads that they called 
“blipverts” before songs. 

In both cases, the con¬ 
sumer doesn’t have to pay 


for anything. The value for 
the music streaming com¬ 
pany and its label partners 
comes from the data they 
capture from you. By regis¬ 
tering with these services, 
companies know who you 
are, what you’re listening to 
and what kind of device 
you’re using. Theoretically, 
this allows them to better 
target you with recommen¬ 


dations. It also means better 
targeting for advertisers, 
but most people don’t mind 
being subjected to ads as 
long as they’re for goods 
and services in which they 
might be interested. 

The thinking here is 
twofold: The music “feels” 
free to the consumer. It’s 
like having the world’s 
biggest hard drive full of 
music without having to 
pay — or without it taking 
up space onthe hard drive. 
Second, if you can get all 
the music you want, it 
should cut down on piracy. 

Will it work? Maybe. 
We’ll see. The digital world 
is littered with good ideas.

icons X haven’t released an 
album of new material 
since Hey Zeus! in 1993. But 
that might change soon. 

“Exene (Cervenlca) and I 
actually wrote a couple 
songs,” singer-bassist John 
Doe told Billboard.com. 
“There are two or three 
songs we’re going to do 
sooner or later.

some point.” 

But Doe — who also 
works with Cervenlca (his 
ex-wife) in the country 
punk and roclcabilly-fo- 
cused Knitters — quickly 
added that in today’s down¬ 
load-happy musical climate, 
“What’s the point? People 
don’t really release records 
in a traditional sense, so if 


we do it we’ll probably just 
put it on the website and 
people can download it.” 

Doe said one of the songs, 
Somewhere Gone, features 
a lyric Cervenlca wrote for 
her next solo album. The 
duo also wrote It Just 
Dawned on Me, for Country 
Club, Doe’s new covers- 
heavy countiy collaboration 
with the Sadies, the Canadi¬ 


an alt-countiy band associ¬ 
ated with Nelco Case. “We 
wrote that just before we 
recorded (Countiy Club).” 

Doe, who’s on the road 
with the Sadies, said he 
doubts that any of the new 
songs will make it into X’s 
concerts when the group 
tours starting May 26. But 
the group aims to widen its 
repertoire on this tour: X is 


using its website to enable 
fans to vote for what they’d 
like to hear, and Doe said 
he’ll examine the poll re¬ 
sults and formulate a set list 
from their choices. 

“We’ve probably played 
about 35 songs in the set 
for the last four or five 
years,” he said, “and I 
thought we should just 
sort of open it up.” reuters

From Guns to Revolver, 
Duff still going strong 


Duff McKagan is a good 
advertisement for the ben¬ 
efits of drug rehab. 

Trim and toned, with a 
full head of blond hair and 
a perfectly alert brain 
somewhere underneath, 
the former Guns N’ Roses 
bass player is lucky that he 
made it to 45. 

In the early 1990s, when 
Guns N’ Roses were ar¬ 
guably the biggest rock 
group in the world, McKa¬ 
gan participated in the req¬ 
uisite debauchery with his 
hell-raising bandmates. 
There are lots of good sto¬ 
ries, but he can’t remem¬ 
ber many of them. 

“Fve heard great stories 
of (stuff) I’ve done, told by 
some pretty fascinating 
people,” he said in a recent 
interview with Reuters. 
“(Queen guitarist) Brian 
May (said), ‘Hey man re¬ 
member that time?’ Elton 
John told me this great sto¬ 
ry-” 


As the band’s punlc-rock 
spirit, McKagan bore an 
eerie resemblance to Sid 
Vicious, the former Sex Pis¬ 
tol who died of a heroin 
overdose in 1979. It looked 
as if McKagan might go the 
same way, especially after 
his pancreas exploded in 
1994. But McKagan 
cleaned up his act, and 
quit the crumbling band a 
few years later, eventually 
seeking a third shot at rock 
’n’ roll glory. 

After Guns N’ Roses im¬ 
ploded he formed a new 
band with fellow Guns sur¬ 
vivors Slash and Matt So- 
rum. Velvet Revolver’s de¬ 
but album sold millions 
and won a Grammy. The 
follow-up was less success¬ 
ful, and the band fired vo¬ 
calist Scott Weiland a year 
ago amid long-simmering 
tensions. 

With Velvet Revolver on 
hiatus, McKagan has 
teamed up with three lit-

tie-known musicians from 
his Seattle hometown to 
resurrect his side project, 
modestly dubbed Duff 
McKagan’s Loaded. The 
band is now touring clubs 
to promote its new album 
Sick (Century Media 
Records). 

McKagan has swapped 
his bass for a guitar, and 
takes on the lead vocals. 


During Guns N’ Roses con¬ 
certs, he would often per¬ 
form an old punk song for 
the masses, and he sings a 
wistful tribute to dead 
punk rocker Johnny Thun¬ 
ders on their 1991 double 
album Use Your Illusion. 

With its aggressive riffs, 
Sick inevitably bears some 
Guns residue, as well as 
traces of McKagan’s punlc- 
rock heroes like Iggy Pop. 
The lyrics seem to fall into 
two camps: Either he loves 
you or hates you. 

Before anyone asks, 
McKagan assures that none 
of the venomous songs are 
directed either at Axl Rose, 
the sole original member 
left in Guns N’ Roses, or at 
Weiland. 

“I am a grown-up, sort 
of. I’m not that vitriolic. 
When they (bad things) 
happen I try to deal with 
them as they happen, and 
exorcise that demon as it

Wolverine's Canadian origins 
inspires U.S. reviewers' quips 


oddity A funny thing hap¬ 
pened to Wolverine on his 
way to box office suprema¬ 
cy last weekend: His Cana¬ 
dian origins became a 
punchline for reviewers. 

X-men Origins: Wolver¬ 
ine, starring Hugh Jack- 
man as the Canadian mu¬ 
tant hero, survived 
mediocre reviews to gross 
more than $85 million 
(U.S.) and critics seemed to 
find the brooding charac¬ 
ter’s Canuck background 
irresistible. 

“A grouchy, sensitive lon¬ 
er with retractable metal 
claws and apparently unre- 
tractable facial hair, 
Wolverine brooded and 
growled through the first 
three X-Men pictures,” 
writes A.O. Scott in the 
New York Times. “And now 
X-Men Origins: Wolverine 
... helps explain just what 
makes this guy so intrigu¬ 
ing and unusual. He’s 
Canadian.” 

Hollywood Reporter crit¬ 
ic Kirk Honeycutt writes: 
“Six years later, Logan 
(Jackman) is a lumberjack

in a remote Canadian for¬ 
est, though the film never 
clarifies whether becom¬ 
ing Canadian represents 
another mutation.” 

Grady Hendrix’s take on 
Slate.com, subtitled “How 
a ridiculous 
Canadian 
mutant con¬ 
quered the 
world,” ex¬ 
amines the 
character’s 
I origins as a 
“mostly 
Canadian 

caricature.” But he man¬ 
ages a compliment for our 
homegrown hero. “Like all 
wildly successful figures in 
American entertainment, 
Wolverine is a Canadian.” 

So how does Wolverine 
fare in terms of Canadian- 
ness? Probably the most 
definitive point is when 
Col. William Stiyker at¬ 
tempts to lure him into a 
strike force, saying, “Your 
country needs you.” 
Wolverine turns him 
down: “I’m Canadian.”

Show lacks flair, offers insight 


Bravo's new Fashion Show not a Project Runway, but very, very dose 


It’s the fashion statement 
of the year: Bravo’s new re¬ 
ality series The Fashion 
Show is not — repeat, not 
— a knockoff of the recent¬ 
ly decamped Bravo show 
(now at Lifetime) Project 
Runway. 

But sometimes, it’s hard 
to tell. First, look at the 
facts: Fashion has two hosts, 
designer Isaac Mizrahi and 
musician Kelly Rowland 
(formerly of Destiny’s 
Child). They both harangue 
a gaggle of designers racing 
through challenges small 
(design a “little black dress” 
from a black T-shirt in an 
hour) to big (pick a “must- 
have” and design five out¬ 
fits around it while working 
in a group). At show’s end, 
those outfits are judged, 
and a contestant must 


leave. 

That probably sounds fa¬ 
miliar, but it’s amid the fine 
stitching that subtle differ¬ 
ences emerge. Fashion 
takes itself far more serious¬ 
ly than did Runway, and a 
certain je ne sais quois is 
lost in the translation. The 
show, the contestants and 
even the judges (who have 
almost no chemistry) are al¬ 
most entirely without flair. 
Fashion plods through the 
paces but never seems to 
gather momentum, and 
there’s little spontaneity or 
true clash of creative wills: 
The contestants just seem 
to get on one another’s 
nerves. 

On the other hand, exam¬ 
ining fashion with a more 
serious attitude leads to in¬ 
formative, interesting dis-

The runway segment of 
Fashion puts outfitted mod¬ 
els on display be¬ 
fore a room full of 
industry leaders.

During the 
runway examination, con¬ 
testants provide a play-by- 
play on their fashions; later, 
when called on the carpet, 
they’re articulate and in¬ 
sightful as to their design 


motivations and theories. In 
those moments, Fashion 
raises the bar for fashion re¬ 
ality. 

Fashion is no Runway, 
though they’re cut from the 
same cloth. Denying that 
they are is like pretending 
Pepsi is different from 
Coke. Sure, there are varia¬ 
tions in the piquant aroma 
and fizz, but ultimately, 
you’re still getting a soda. 

And for Runway fans 
thirsty for fashion fights 
and fits, Fashion is certainly 
worth a 
taste.

“The photograph was 
immediately viewed by 
hundreds of thousands of 
viewers and was dis¬ 
played on every news 
channel for several 
weeks ... The purpose of 
the leak was necessari¬ 


ly for profit and to vilify 
Mr. Brown and poison the 
potential jury pool.” 

Geragos adds that if 
LAPD records show “dis¬ 
honest conduct” by its offi¬ 
cers, “I intend to use such 
evidence at the 
preliminary 
hearing to at¬ 
tack their 
credibility ...

Stuffed Rissoles 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) lean ground 
beef 

3.8-oz (110-g) bottle or 
package hamburger 
seasoning mix 
1 tbsp (15 ml) Worcester¬ 
shire sauce 
1 tbsp (15 ml) tomato 
sauce 

salt and freshly ground 

black pepper 

1/2 cup (125 ml) grated 

cheddar 

1 tbsp (15 ml) canola oil 

TO SERVE: 

Tomato sauce 

METHOD: 

1. Put meat, hamburger 
seasoning, Worcestershire 
sauce, tomato sauce and 
salt and freshly ground 
black pepper into bowl. 
Knead mixture until well 
combined. Cover with 
plastic wrap and let stand 
5-10 minutes. 


2. Divide mixture into 
four; shape each portion 
into flat patty. Using 
thumb, make deep hole in 
centre of each patty, tak¬ 
ing care not to push all the 
way through. 

3. Place a quarter of 
cheese into centre of each 
patty, then mould meat 
over to cover cheese. If 
necessary, press flat. 

4. Heat oil in large frying 
pan. Add patties and cook 
over moderate heat until 
cooked through, 5-7 min¬ 
utes per side. Serve with 
tomato sauce.
